Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The closest prior art by Hory (US Patent No. 6767499) does not describe a 
notched cylinder that combines the functions of the screed and the roller, nor would one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention have found it obvious to make use 
of a cylinder with a groove to transfer and compact the powder. As such, claim 1 is 
allowable, and claims 2-10 are allowable as they depend from claim 1 .
